The South is one of the greatest agricultural 
regions in the world, hut it cannot prosper 
on the one-crop system. Cotton growers will 
find themselves in the predicament that the 
wheat growers of th e r e a t are now if they 
turn ¿^majority of {heir acres into cotton 
this year. There is no sense in a one-crop sys­ 
tem in the South of- in any other section of 
the country. Doift fall for it again. 
It would be well for every weekly paper in the 
South to give similar warnings to their readers, 
rhe danger is a real one and the weekly papers 
are close to the people of the rural districts and 
their words of caution should carry weight. 
It would be little short of a calamity for the 
South to go back to the days of 15-cent cotton, or 
iven to 20-cent cotton. With the very grave 
menace of the boll weevil with us as strong as ever, 
the demoralization of cotton prices, coupled with 
the damage the boll weevil is doing, would spell 
ruin for many Southern farmers.
